Presented  to  the  County  Council  of  the  County  of  Worcester 
and  to  the  Town  Council  of  the  City  of  Worcester, 
■pursuant  to  the  190th  Section  of  the  Lunacy  Act,  1890. 


1.  — The  Committee  of  Visitors  present  to  the  Councils 
of  the  County  and  City  their  Report  for  the  year  ending 
the  31st  December,  1900. 

2.  — No  changes  in  the  Medical  Staff  have  occurred 
during  the  past  year,  and  we  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report 
that  the  Medical  Superintendent,  Mr.  G.  M.  P.  Braine- 
Hartnell,  and  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers  continue  to 
discharge  their  several  duties  to  our  satisfaction. 

3.  — The  only  changes  in  the  House  Staff  calling  for 
observation  are,  first,  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  Father 
William  Osmund  Knight  in  the  place  of  the  Rev.  Father 
Feeny  (who  had  resigned  owing  to  ill  health)  as  Roman 
Catholic  Chaplain,  and,  secondly,  the  resignation  of  Airs. 
Elizabeth  Paterson,  Chief  Female  Attendant,  who  had  been 
in  the  service  of  the  Asylum  for  upwards  of  43  years, 
during  which  time  she  had  discharged  her  duties  with 
credit  to  herself  and  advantage  to  the  Asylum.  We  granted 
her  (subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Councils,  which  has 
since  been  given)  a  superannuation  allowance  of  £84  17s.  8d. 
per  annum.  Both  the  Rev.  S.  Morgans  (the  Protestant 
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Chaplain)  and  Father  Knight  (the  Roman  Catholic  Chaplain) 
discharge  their  duties  zealously  and  efficiently,  and  we  feel 
sure  that  their  efforts  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the 
unfortunate  persons  to  whom  they  minister  are  appreciated 
by  those  Patients  who  are  in  a  mental  condition  to  do  so, 
as  they  are  also  by  the  Attendants  and  others  who  have 
the  benefit  of  their  respective  services.  Copies  of  the  Reports 
of  both  the  Rev.  S.  Morgans  and  Father  Knight  are  appended. 
The  conduct  of  the  Officers  and  Attendants  has  on  the 
whole  been  satisfactory. 

4. — We  have  held  the  usual  Monthly  Meetings  and  one 
Special  Meeting.  The  House  Committee  has  met  from  time 
to  time,  as  required  by  the  Rules.  The  several  Sub- 
Committees  have  also  met  as  necessity  arose.

5- — Deputations  from  Boards  of  Guardians  from  the 
several  Unions  of  the  County  and  City  have  visited  the 
Asylum  during  the  year,  seeing  the  Patients  in  the  Asylum 
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who  belong  to  their  respective  Unions.  The  reports  made 
by  these  Deputations  testify  to  the  satisfactory  way  in 
which  the  Patients  are  treated,  both  by  the  Medical  Officeis 
and  Attendants. 

6.  — The  rate  of  maintenance,  7s.  7cl.  per  head  per  week, 
is  the  same  rate  as  mentioned  in  our  Report  of  last  year. 

7.  — Two  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  visited  the 
Asylum  on  the  5th  of  May,  1900  ;  a  copy  of  their  Report 
will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  (Schedule  III.).  We  consider 
that  it  testifies  to  the  satisfactory  manner  in  which  the 
affairs  of  the  Asylum  are  carried  out  by  your  Committee 
and  their  Officers. 

8.  — The  site  for  the  proposed  new  Cemetery  for  the 
Asylum  has  been  finally  selected,  and  the  Plans  for  same 
have  been  approved  by  all  the  necessary  xAuthorities.  Your 
Committee  is  proceeding  to  complete  the  Cemetery  at  the 
earliest  possible  date  for  reception  of  interments. 

9.  The  Water  Supply  for  the  Asylum  is  in  order.  The 
altering  and  strengthening  of  the  Reservoir  bank  has  been 
completed  in  the  present  year  satisfactorily. 

10.  — The  Accounts  of  the  Asylum  for  the  year  ending 
the  31st  March,  1900,  were  audited  by  Mr.  W.  D.  Easterby, 
the  District  Auditor  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  in 
the  month  of  October  last,  and  his  Report  thereon  was 
received  in  the  month  of  November  last. 

11.  — The  following  Table  shows  the  number  of  Patients 
in  the  Asylum  at  the  last  Meeting  of  the  House  Committee 
in  each  of  the  following  years  : —

CHAPLAIN’S  REPORT. 


County  and  City  Asylum, 

Worcester,  December  31st,  1900. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  again  my  privilege  to  present  to  you  my 
Annual  Report  as  Chaplain  of  your  Asylum  for  the  year 
ending  to-day. 

The  Library  continues  to  supply  amusement  and 
instruction  to  a  large  number.  The  demand  for  books  has 
greatly  increased,  and  over  500  volumes  have  been  issued 
during  the  year,  a  much  higher  number  than  in  any 
previous  year.  The  new  books  supplied  a  year  or  so  ago 
are  in  constant  use  and  greatly  appreciated,  and  I  would 
venture  to  suggest  that  the  purchase  of  a  few  periodically 
would  be  a  good  plan,  and  would  confer  no  little  gratifi¬ 
cation.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  I  supplemented  the 
stock  in  the  wards  with  88  Hymn  Books,  98  Prayer 
Books,  and  a  few  Bibles. 

The  Services  have  been  duly  performed  every  week¬ 
day  morning  and  twice  every  Sunday,  and  Special  Services 
have  been  held  on  Good  Friday  and  Christmas  Day.  I 
have  also  held  Services  of  a  short  and  simple  character 
alternately  in  the  Centre  and  Annexe  Hospitals  for  those 
who  have  not  been  able  to  attend  Chapel.  During  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  a  Patient  has  rendered  much 
assistance  as  Accompanist  at  the  Daily  Services. 

The  Patients  are,  on  the  whole,  very  attentive  at  the 
Sunday  Services.  A  considerable  proportion  of  them, 
although  unfit  to  be  at  large,  are  apparently  so  slightly 
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affected  in  mental  condition  that  their  religious  instincts 
are  keen  and  well-balanced.  Such  derive  much  help  and 
comfort  from  the  Services,  especially  when  bright  and 
hearty. 

There  are  amongst  them,  however,  many  who,  until 

they  were  admitted  into  the  Asylum,  very  rarely  attended 
any  place  of  worship.  To  such,  the  Services  of  the 

Church  are  so  unknown  that  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance 
that  they  should  be  presented  under  as  favourable  con¬ 
ditions  as  possible.  Too  much  care  cannot  be  given  to  the 
musical  portions  of  the  Services,  and  everything  else  that 
may  be  helpful  to  them. 

While  such  vast  improvement  has  been  made  during 
the  last  few  years  in  the  material  matters  of  this 

Institution,  may  I  respectfully  suggest  that  a  little  attention 
be  given  to  the  adornment  of  the  Chapel.  There  is 
certainly  room  for  a  slight  improvement  in  its  internal 
furnishing  and  decoration,  especially  the  Chancel,  and  with 
no  great  expense  it  could  be  made  more  worthy  of  the 
high  purpose  to  which  it  is  dedicated.  My  wishes  on 

this  matter  I  have  already  expressed  to  you. 

The  Holy  Communion  has  been  celebrated  for  the 
Patients  once  a  month,  and  privately  in  the  sick  wards 
three  times,  during  the  year.  There  are  at  present  46 
Communicants  on  the  list,  and  the  average  number  is  36. 
Compared  with  the  population  of  the  Asylum,  the  number 
is  small,  but  for  reasons  which  are  obvious  I  do  not  think 
it  wise  to  encourage  the  Patients  in  this  matter.  Any 
Patients  who  express  a  desire  to  attend  are  invariably 
allowed  to  do  so,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Super¬ 
intendent. 

The  Holy  Communion  has  been  celebrated  for  Officers 
and  Attendants  13  times  during  the  year  at  seven  a.m. 
Although  several  Communicants  have  left  during  the  year, 
the  number  is  steadily  increasing,  and  there  are  at  present 
59  on  the  roll.  The  average  number  for  the  year  is  19. 
Taking  into  consideration  that  only  a  proportion  of  them 
can  attend  the  same  time,  the  attendance  is  satisfactory. 
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The  Offertory  at  these  Services  for  1899  amounted  to 
£3,  and  for  1900  £3  15s.,  both  of  which  sums  have  been 
sent  to  the  East  London  Church  Fund.  This  Fund,  so 
admirably  administered,  we  thought  deserved  our  support, 
and  in  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  the  above  sums  the 
Bishop  of  Stepney  sent  us  “  his  very  warm  thanks  for  our 
kind  contribution.” 


During  the  Summer  Months  I  have  endeavoured  to 
give  the  Officers  and  Attendants  some  assistance  in  their 
efforts  to  provide  out-door  recreation  for  the  Patients.  The 
Cricket  Ground  has  undergone  some  improvement,  and 
our  encounters  with  opposing  clubs  have  been  attended 
with  considerable  success. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  the  Superintendent,  the 
Officers  and  Staff  of  the  Asylum  for  their  courtesy  and 
attention,  and  to  the  Members  of  the  Choir  for  their  efforts 
at  the  Services  of  the  Chapel.

REPORT. 


The  Presbytery,  Callow  End, 

Worcester,  February  2nd,  1901. 
Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  for 
the  last  six  months. 

Sunday  Service  has  been  held  at  the  appointed  time, 
and  I  am  happy  to  say  there  has  been  no  Sunday 
without  a  Service  since  I  was  appointed  Chaplain  to  the 
Catholics. 

The  Patients  have,  without  exception,  behaved  reverently 
and  assisted  at  the  Services  with  attention. 

A  Quarterly  Week-day  Mass  has  been  said  in  the 
Chapel,  and  Holy  Communion  administered  at  it. 

Each  week  during  the  last  three  or  four  months  I 
have  made  a  point  of  visiting  all  the  Male  or  Female 
Patients  by  going  the  rounds  of  each  alternately. 

I  have  on  several  occasions  visited  the  Wards  on 
receiving  notice  of  any  sickness,  and  in  case  of  death  have 
attended,  when  required,  the  funerals  at  Powick. 

I  desire,  in  conclusion,  to  testify  to  the  great  kindness 
and  readiness  to  give  help  which  I  have  at  all  times 
received  from  the  Medical  Superintendent  and  the  Officers  and 
Staff  of  the  Asylum  during  my  time  of  ministration.

REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONERS 

IN  LUNACY. 


Worcester  County  and  City  Asylum, 

May  5th,  1900. 

We  have  this  day  completed  our  annual  official  inspection 
of  the  Asylum,  and  are  glad  to  be  able  to  give  on  the  whole 
a  very  satisfactory  report  of  the  state  in  which  we  found  the 
Asylum  and  the  Patients  generally.  The  Wards  were  bright 
and  cheerful,  the  Dormitories  in  good  order,  and  the  bedding 
very  clean.  We  think  with  our  colleagues  that  the  books  of 
an  amusing  character  are  too  few,  and  we  should  be  glad  to 
see  open  bookcases  filled  with  cheap  readable  novels  and 
similar  works.  Such  works  can  now  be  readily  obtained  for 
4Jd.  each.  The  soup  served  at  dinner  was  good  and  sub¬ 
stantial,  though  some  patients  will  not  eat  it;  but  the  meat 
which  should  have  been  hot  was  cold,  as  were  the  plates  and 
the  dishes  on  which  it  was  brought  to  the  table. 

The  behaviour  of  the  Patients  was  orderly.  Though 
there  are  some  dangerous  Patients,  requiring  very  careful 
supervision,  no  one  to-day  was  aggressive  and  very  few  noisy. 
We  had  no  complaints  of  harsh  treatment  at  the  hands  of 
Attendants  in  either  Division,  and  except  on  the  score  of  too 
prolonged  detention  none  on  any  subject.  The  door  handles 
to  the  W.C.  doors  should  be  altogether  removed,  as  they 
afford  elements  of  danger ;  so  do  also  the  bars  at  the  W.C/s 
at  the  Annexe. 

We  are  glad  to  learn,  having  regard  to  the  overcrowded 
state  of  both  Wards  and  Dormitories,  that  a  site  for  a  new 
Asylum  has  been  obtained  near  Bromsgrove,  but  whatever 
be  the  number  for  which  this  Asylum  be  built,  we  hope  it 
will  not  be  considered  as  affording  suitable  accommodation  for 
that  number  of  additional  cases,  as  many  Patients  must  be 
removed  hence  before  the  Patients  here  can  be  considered  to

have  proper  day  and  night  space.  We  have  a  great  desire 
that  at  the  new  Asylum  rooms  will  be  arranged  for  the 
use  of  Idiot  Children.  It  is  sad  indeed  to  see  a  boy  7  years 
of  age  seated  in  a  sort  of  basket  cradle,  classed  and  associating 
with  insane  adults. 

The  Recreation  Room  needs  a  new  floor  very  badly. 
This  subject  has  been  before  mentioned. 

The  dress  of  the  Patients  was  good,  that  of  the  Women 
varied,  but  the  men  had  not  any  variety  in  their  garb  for  the 
most  part,  which,  however,  was  both  clean  and  neat. 

The  means  of  Recreation  for  the  Attendants  of  both  sexes 
within  the  Asylum  is  very  limited.  There  is  a  small  room  at 
the  Annexe  for  the  Nurses  which  might  be  made  a  comfort¬ 
able  Sitting  Room  for  perhaps  6  persons.  It  has  no  Piano, 
Books,  or  other  means  of  amusement  placed  therein,  and  is 
the  only  room  available  for  the  whole  of  the  Nurses  both  at 
the  main  building  and  the  Annexe  when  they  are  off  duty 
at  night.  The  Male  Attendants  are  even  worse  off,  as  there  is 
no  place  for  them  whatever,  and  on  a  wet  night  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood  of  a  public  house  must  prove  an  inducement  diffi¬ 

cult  to  resist. 

Whilst  on  the  subject  of  the  Attendants,  we  ought  to 
mention  that  Mrs.  Paterson,  the  Female  Head  Attendant, 
who  has  served  the  Asylum  Authorities  well  and  faithfully 
for  43  years,  retires  on  a  well-deserved  Pension,  which  we 
are  glad  to  learn  has  been  granted  on  the  highest  possible 

scale.  We  trust  she  may  live  long  to  enjoy  the  Pension 

which  she  has  so  justly  earned. 

When  our  Colleagues  were  here  in  February  of  last  year 
they  called  attention  to  the  crowded  state  of  the  Asylum, 
with  1,127  Patients.  They  are  to-day  1,145,  or  18  more. 
The  changes  which  have  taken  place  since  that  time  have 
been  the  following :

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Out  of  the  1,145  Patients  on  the  Books — 5  who  are 
absent  on  trial  we  did  not  see  — -  16  Men  and  29  Women 
belong  to  the  Private  Class,  and  with  reference  to  one  of 
them  a  remark  will  be  found  in  the  “  Patients’  Book.”  Only 
one  of  the  Patients  was  wearing  an  exceptional  dress.  The 
percentage  of  Epileptics  here  detained  is  high,  16',  but  of 
General  Paralytics  it  is  only  1*2.  The  Patients  under  con¬ 
stant  supervision  are  28.  For  the  year  1899  the  percentage 
of  Deaths  upon  the  average  number  resident  was  8’,  and  of 
recoveries  upon  admission  was  40  56. 

The  average  number  of  Patients  attending  Service  in 
the  Wards  is  183,  and  about  57  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
number  are  able  to  be  present  in  the  Chapel  on  Sundays.  A 
Priest  visits  here  every  Sunday  to  minister  to  the  wants  of 
those  professing  the  Boman  Catholic  Faith,  who  are  28  in  all. 
Mass  is  celebrated  once  a  Quarter.  We  are  glad  to  ad'd  that 
the  Priest  is  paid  by  Salary.  52  per  cent,  join  in  the 
Associated  Gatherings,  62  per  cent,  walk  beyond  the  Asylum 
Estate,  and  30  per  cent,  go  daily  beyond  the  Airing  Courts, 
whilst  17  per  cent,  are  confined  to  these  limits  for  exercise. 

62  per  cent,  of  the  Men  and  74  per  cent  of  the  Women 
are  usefully  employed.  We  saw  no  Patients  in  seclusion 
during  our  visit,  but  12  Men  and  24  Women  have  been  so 
treated  on  48  and  123  occasions,  and  for  1,010 J  hours  in  all. 
There  has  been  no  employment  of  mechanical  restraint. 

The  Staff  of  Attendants  consists  of  50  Men  and  61 
Women  as  Ordinary  Attendants;  7  of  the  former  and  9  of 
the  latter  are  on  night  duty.  The  43  Male  Day  and  52 
Female  Day  Attendants  have  in  the  good  proportion  of  40 
per  cent,  spent  5  years  and  upwards  in  the  Asylum  Service, 
whilst  only  19  per  cent  have  not  been  here  as  yet  a  year; 
but  it  seems  difficult  to  imagine  that  the  Committee  can  have 
realised  there  is  no  room  set  apart  for  the  comfort  of  43  Men, 
and  that  52  Women  have  a  room  not  more  than  sufficient 
for  6.  Only  one  of  the  5  Attendants  who  left  last  year  did 
so  on  account  of  conduct  affecting  the  Patients’  comfort,  and 
he  was  prosecuted  for  striking  a  Patient,  and  fined  40s. 

The  Deaths  were,  with  one  exception,  the  result  of 
natural  causes,  most  of  them  such  as  are  usual  in  Asylums. 
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The  exceptional  death  was  from  suicide.  A  Woman  having 
succeeded  in  removing  the  bead  from  a  window  in  a  single 
room,  escaped  into  the  Grounds,  where  she  climbed  the 
fence  of  and  drowned  herself  in  the  Reservoir.  The  sash 
beads  throughout  the  Asylum  should  be  screwed  and 
sprigged,  and  the  Reservoir  Fence  made  secure  against  any 
similar  attempts. 

In  16*2  per  cent,  the  Deaths  were  due  to  general 
paralysis,  and  in  the  large  proportion  of  20  per  cent, 
to  Phthisis.  Six  Deaths  were  due  to  Colitis,  of  which  no  less 
than  35  cases  have  occurred.  [At  the  last  visit  mention  was 
made  of  14  cases  amongst  the  Patients,  and  in  one  of  a 
Nurse.]  One  Death  was  from  Erysipelas,  of  which  there 
have  been  4  cases.  These,  with  2  cases  of  Scarlet  and  1  of 
Enteric  Fever,  have  been  the  instances  of  zymotic  disease 
which  have  occurred  since  the  last  visit.  As  bearing  upon 
these  cases  we  may  mention  that  the  Infirmaries  in  the  main 
building  are  very  inconvenient  and  inadequate,  and  we  were 
sorry  to  see  both  there  and  at  the  Annexe  cases  of  Phthisis 
being  treated  in  the  open  Dormitories,  as  well  as  5  cases  of 
Colitis,  which  certainly  ought  to  have  been  isolated. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Infirmary  and  other  Wards 
would  be  materially  improved  by  the  much-needed  plastering 
of  the  rough  brick  walls,  so  often  urged  in  previous  reports, 
and  the  covering  with  boiled  oil  and  subsequent  dry  rubbing 
of  the  floors  which  are  at  present  scrubbed. 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  85  per  cent,  of 
the  Deaths;  and  in  the  unusually  large  proportion  of  10  per 
cent,  bedsores  were  present,  which  leaves  much  to  be  desired 
in  the  nursing  arrangements,  especially  in  the  Male  Division. 
One  Man  was  suffering  from  a  bedsore  amongst  the  12  men 
we  saw  in  bed,  but  none  of  the  18  Women  were  so  afflicted. 

The  Coroner  held  2  Inquests,  one  that  of  the  Suicide,  the 
other  on  a  Man  at  whose  death  fractured  ribs  were  found, 
their  origin  not  being  ascertained. 

The  serious  casualties  not  ending  fatally  have  been 
limited  to  fractures  of  bones  in  9  Patients,  but  they  include 
the  compound  fracture  of  both  legs,  one  of  which  has  been 
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since  amputated,  in  a  man  who  succeeded  in  forcing  the  sash 
bars  of  a  window  on  the  upper  floor  and  precipitating  himself 
to  the  ground  outside.  In  order  to  guard  against  a  similar 
mishap  the  bars  of  all  the  wooden  sashes  should  be 
strengthened,  without  giving  the  windows  a  prison-like 
appearance,  by  means  which  we  have  suggested  to  Dr.  Braine- 
Hartnell. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  Medical  Staff  since  the  last 
visit.  The  Case  Books  and  other  Medical  Records  are  care¬ 
fully  and  intelligently  kept.

Me.  Chaieman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  your  consideration  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  condition  and  management  of  your  Asylum 
for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1900.  The  usual 
Statistical  Tables  are  also  presented.  The  Financial 
Statement  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1901,  is 
appended.

These  figures  show  an  increase  of  23  patients  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  The  average  number  resident  was  516 
males,  628  females;  total,  1,144. 


Admissions. — 247  Patients  were  admitted  during  the 
year.  The  following  table  shows  the  state  of  their  bodily 
health  on  admission  : —

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Thirty  of  those  admitted  have  been  discharged 
“  recovered,”  27  have  died. 


One  male  was  admitted  suffering  from  Pneumonia, 
which  caused  his  death  in  four  days.  One  male  and  one 
female  were  admitted  with  recent  cut  throats ;  both  have 
made  a  good  recovery. 

Discharges. — 77  patients  were  discharged  “  recovered,” 
being  at  the  rate  of  32-76  per  cent,  on  the  admissions, 
exclusive  of  transfers  from  other  Asylums. 

Deaths. — The  death-rate,  calculated  on  the  average 
number  resident,  was  11*18  per  cent.  This  is  the 
highest  death-rate  for  14  years.  The  average  age  at 
death  was,  Males  54-6  years,  Females  58-1  years.  16 
Males  and  23  Females  were  over  70 — the  eldest 
was  94.  Thus  30*4  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  were 
in  patients  of  70  years  of  age  and  upwards.  Pneumonia 
was  responsible  for  26,  Phthisis  for  26,  and  General 
Paralysis  for  17  deaths.  These  three  diseases  caused 
more  than  half  the  total  deaths. 


The  following  is  a  short  summary  of  the  causes  of 
death.  A  full  account  is  given  in  Table  V.

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  110  out  of 
128  deaths. 


Births. — M.S.,  married  woman,  admitted  in  a  pregnant 
condition,  was  confined  of  a  daughter.  The  patient  died 
soon  afterwards  from  Pneumonia. 


Private  Patients. — The  private  patients  decreased 
five  during  the  year.  Five  were  admitted,  one  discharged, 
eight  died,  two  transferred  from  pauper  to  private  and 
three  from  private  to  pauper  class. 
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Inquests. — One  inquest  was  held  on  A.M.,  a  female 
patient  who  succeeded  in  escaping  from  her  ward  and 

drowning  herself  in  the  Reservoir.  The  Jury  returned 
the  following  verdict :  “  That  the  said  A.M.  committed 

suicide  by  drowning  and  that  no  blame  attaches  to  any¬ 
one  connected  with  the  Asylum.”  This  is  the  first  case 

of  suicide  occurring  in  the  Asylum  since  1883.  This  fact 

speaks  well  for  the  care  exercised  by  the  Nurses  and 

Attendants,  considering  the  number  of  actively  suicidal 
patients  under  their  supervision. 

Accidents. — There  have  been  four  cases  of  fractured 
ribs,  one  femur,  one  humerus,  one  lower  jaw,  and  one 
ulna.  All  these,  as  they  happened,  have  been  reported 
to  your  Committee. 

The  humerus  was  fractured  in  a  struggle  with  some 
Nurses,  one  of  whom  the  patient  had  attacked  in  a 
vicious  manner,  after  having  threatened  to  murder  her. 

Escapes. — Four  male  patients  effected  their  escape. 
One  was  recaptured  in  four  hours,  another  in  three  days. 
Two  remained  at  large  till  the  expiration  of  the  statutory 
period,  when  they  were  discharged.  One  is  back  again 
in  the  Asylum ;  the  other,  a  tramp,  is  in  an  Asylum  m 
Edinburgh. 

Health. — One  male  patient  was  attacked  with  Typhoid 
Fever.  The  source  of  his  infection  could  not  be  traced. 
He  unfortunately  died.  A  Kitchen  Maid  developed 
Typhoid  Fever.  She  undoubtedly  contracted  the  disease 
while  on  her  holiday,  through  nursing  a  friend  suffering 
from  that  complaint.  She  has  made  a  good  recovery. 
Colitis  or  Dysentery  is  still  present  with  us.  In  the 
hope  of  discovering  a  cause  for  this  disease,  Drs.  Mott 
and  Durham,  under  the  auspices  of  the  London  County 
Council,  have  been  investigating  this  disease  at  the  L.C.C. 
Asylums.  They  have  issued  a  very  exhaustive  report. 
They  fully  bear  out  the  old  idea  that  overcrowding, 
especially  among  perverted  and  feeble  cases,  is  the  chief 
factor  in  the  causation. 
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Staff. — The  following  changes  have  taken  place 
among  the  Staff.  The  Rev.  T.  B.  Feeny,  Roman 
Catholic  Chaplain,  resigned,  and  the  Rev.  W.  0.  Knight 
has  been  appointed  in  his  place.  Mrs.  Paterson,  after 
a  period  of  43  years  of  faithful  service,  resigned  the  post 
of  Head  Female  Attendant.  She  had,  during  this  time, 
devoted  herself  to  the  welfare  and  comfort  of  the 
patients,  and  in  all  things  had  the  good  of  the  Asylum 
at  heart.  It  wTas  with  deep  regret  that  her  resignation 
was  accepted.  With  her  departure  it  was  realised,  both 
by  the  staff  and  patients,  that  a  friend  indeed  would  be 
missing.  Miss  Barney  was  appointed  to  the  vacant  post, 
the  duties  of  which  she  entered  upon  in  May,  1900. 
She  has  fully  borne  out  the  high  recommendations  with 
which  she  came. 

Two  male  Attendants  were  called  out  to  the  War. 
Your  Committee  promised  to  keep  a  place  for  them  on 
their  return. 

Two  male  Attendants  were  dismissed  and  prosecuted 
by  your  Committee  for  striking  patients.  They  were  each 
fined  40s.  and  costs.  With  these  exceptions  the  conduct 
of  the  Staff  has  been  satisfactory. 

My  Medical  Colleagues  continue  to  afford  me  at  all 
times  most  loyal  and  cordial  assistance. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  heads  of  the  different  depart¬ 
ments  for  their  unvarying  attention  to,  and  supervision 
of,  the  details  connected  with  their  work.

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Commissioners  in  Lunacy.  —  Two  Members  of  the 
Board  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  made  their  annual 
visit  on  May  5th.  They  left  a  satisfactory  report. 

General  Matters. — The  average  weekly  cost  per 
patient  for  the  year  was  8s.  0|d.  This  is  2-fd.  more 
than  last  year.  The  increased  price  of  coal  is  responsible 

for  this. 

The  charge  remains  at  7s.  7d.  In  view  of  the 

increased  cost  your  Committee  will  have  shortly  to  raise 
the  charge  to  the  Boards  of  Guardians. 

The  profit  on  the  Farm  amounted  to  £538  8s.  Od. 

The  dietary  of  the  Attendants  has  been  under  the 
consideration  of  your  Committee,  and  substantial  additions 
made  thereto. 

In  view  of  the  constant  recurrence  of  Infectious 
Disease,  a  good  Disinfector  is  urgently  needed.  The 
present  means  of  disinfection  are  antiquated  and  inadequate 
and  a  source  of  anxiety. 

The  following  Boards  of  Guardians  have  visited  the 
Asylum  ; — Bromsgrove,  Droitwich,  Dudley,  Kidderminster, 
King’s  Norton,  Martley,  Stourbridge,  Upton-on-Severn, 
Worcester.  In  all  cases  their  Report  was  satisfactory 
as  to  the  condition  of  the  patients  chargeable  to  their 
respective  Boards. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Editors  of  some  of  the 
Worcester  Papers  for  free  copies  for  the  use  of  the 
patients. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  tender  my  hearty  thanks  to 
your  Committee  for  the  kind  consideration  and  help  I 
have  invariably  received.

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Conditions  under  which  Private  Patients  are  admitted  into  the 

Asylum. 

I.  The  charge  for  Patients  coming  from,  or  having  a  settlement  in,  some 
Union  in  the  County  or  City  of  Worcester  is  15s.  a  week,  payable  quarterly  in 
advance. 

II.  The  charge  for  maintenance  covers  all  ordinary  expenses,  but  in  cases 
of  prolonged  bodily  disease  an  additional  weekly  charge  may  be  made  to  cover 
the  cost  of  special  medicines  and  stimulants. 

III.  In  the  event  of  the  death  or  discharge  of  any  Private  Patient  before 
the  maintenance  moneys,  paid  in  advance,  have  been  exhausted  by  effluxion  of 
time,  the  balance  will  be  refunded  to  the  person  who  made  the  last  payment  in 
respect  of  such  Patient. 

IV.  The  Patients  may  wear  their  own  clothes,  but  will  have  the  same 
accommodation  in  all  respects  as  the  other  Patients. 

V.  Application  for  the  admission  of  a  Patient  on  the  private  class  must 
be  made  in  the  first  instance  to  the  IS’ edical  Officer  at  the  Asylum,  who  will 
supply  all  the  various  blank  forms  for  the  order  and  medical  certificates. 

VI.  The  excess  charge  made  for  Private  Patients  beyond  the  ordinary  pauper 
weekly  rate  of  maintenance  is  carried  to  the  credit  of  the  Repairs  Account.
